The Uueeu's Speech. 

London, Feb. 21. — Parliament was 
opened to-day. The Queen's Speech was 
read from the throne in the presence of a 
large aasemblage of members of both 
houses. Iu the Speech the Queen said 
England would take part in tho coiifer- 
biicu with (ionnauy iiiid tlio United 
States with referoiico to ati'airs iu Suinnii. 
Tho couforonco would tiiko [jiaco ut Ber- 
lin and would bo a coiitiuuatuin ui a omi- 
ference on the same matter which was be- 
gun at Washington. The address uoti- 
tinuea: "In view of the iiicrcasud ex- 
poiiilituro for war preparations of other 
iiatiiiiia, it is necessary for us to increase 
tho i)recautiou8 hitherto taken for tlio 
proteotimi of our couiiiierco. My relations 
with foroigii powers aro at i)reaeiit 
friendly, but I have no ri>,'ht to 
assume that this condition is impossible nf 
change. Your attention will bu asked at 
an early date for measures tending to de- 
velope the material resources of Ireland, 
and for amending tho constitutions of tho 
various tribunals liaving sjieeial jurisdic- 
tion uvor the real property cif Ireland. 
Tho recent ainuiuliueiit made by your 
honorable body for the restoring of order 
and conlidenco in in-lniui liavo already 
been productive of salutary results. A 
measure for restoring gold coinage to h 
satisfactory condition will bo submitted to 
your considoration, and ineasureH regard- 
ing tho various local .subjects will also liu 
submitted." The speech jilhidod to thu 
operations in Kgypt, and said tho 
ronuwul of thu Iruublo at Suakiii 
was not feared, llogulationa regarding 
Thibet have been brought to a favoriiblu 
conclusion, and further military opera- 
tions arc cousidurod unnecessary. Legis- 
lation will be iiocessary for the execution 
of a sugar convention, and ivlso for a com- 
pletion of tlio cinivorsion of -1 per cent an- 
nuities. In conclusion the .s|ieech stated 
that measures would bu submitted rotating 
to titles regulating universities in Scot- 
land, determining tiie liabilities of em- 
ployers in case of accident to employees, 
estublialiiiig li department of agriculture, 
cheapening transfer of land, and remedy- 
iug abuses attaching to limited liability of 
joint stock companies.

London, Fob. 21. — (ihidstono opened 
the debate in thecoiuniona to- night un the 
address in reply to the Speech from thu 
Throne. He expressed hope for tho ear- 
ly enlightment of tiiu house regarding the 
situation in Samoa and Zanzibar, and in- 
dicated liis thorough and constant adher- 
ence to hi.s views on the Irish policy. 
Sinitli, governiuent leader, stated that 
the Samoan papers were being jirejiared, 
but the governniont could expres.s no de- 
cisive opinion on tho subject, lio could 
state that Qermany had strongly declared 
that slie would not recede from any of lier 
eiigagoraents as to the rights of English 
and Aiiiericiiii residents in Samoa. In the 
conduct (;f tlie East African matter, Uor- 
maiiy ivas not .-laaiiiiiing anj- powers not 
contemplated by tier arrangement with 
England. 

Mr. Ferguson, under foreign secretary, 
stated that the government had protested 
against the attempt of Portugal to close 
the Zambesi. Tie hoped that tho Samoa 
conferoiica would liave thu happiest re- 
sults. Mr. Ciiftinlierlain's nii.sHioii t<i 
America had not resulted in failure. t)n 
the contrarj', tbo nnderstiinding reached 
through his efforts had operated so well 
that no English or American vessel had 
been seized since it went nito force. The 
Saukvillo incident had not disturbed the 
friendly relations between England and 
United St.-ites.

The witness 
could not recullocL tlio letter.

LoNDO.v, Fob. 21. — Extracts from Lho 
report of the commission on naval manoMi- 
vies in 1888 will bo presented to tho 
House of Coiniiiuns to-dny. They say 
that the nation hiks every reason to be 
satisfied with the personnel of the na\ y, 
but that the main lesson of the inanieuvres 
is tliftt Great. iJritain is far froin being as 
strong as she should be on tiie sea. They 
say: "We are decidedly of the opinion 
that no time ought to be lost in placing 
the navy beyond comparison with thu 
combined naval forces of any two powers. 
At the same time we believe tho .navy 
strong enough to engage any single maii- 
time power with success.

Witnes.s said Eugene Davis told 
him that "F.B." waslioundto Parnell not 
to interfere with his inovementa until a 
certain period. IJavia gave tlie principal 
facts for tho pamphlet ex)jo8iiig the [dots. 
Pigott said that Morris Murpliy told him 
while in Pans that he had found live or 
six of Egah's and some of ParnoU's letters, 
and some old documents in a bag. Made 
memoranda of tho letters. He then iden- 
tified six of Egan's and five of ParnoU's, 
including tho /(«' sinii/c printed by tho 
Times. Pigott said that in A])ril of 1880, 
ho accepted Murjihy's turiiis for tho let- 
ters. Murphy said it was necessary to 
obtain the authority of tho heads of tho 
Clan Na Gael in New York to secure the 
letters. "I accordingly wont to New 
York," said the witness, "where 
1 saw Brieslin, who gave me 
a letter to Murphy. The letter 
was sealed and returned to Paris, and a 
little later 1 went with Murpliy to a cafe, 
when wo met livo men, whom. Murphy 
said, represented the Clan Na Gael. I 
was sworn on a Iloman Catholic prayer 
book under no ciroumBtuncos to reveal the 
source from which 1 (djtained the docu- 
ment. They also made nie swoar never 
to mention any names in connection with 
tho letters, and if legal proeeediiigu fol- 
lowed their publication, I must not give 
testimony. Pigott said that he did not get 
tho documents that night at the cafe. He 
then detailed the story of tho purchase of 
the letters and Murphy's oflfer to purchase 
them back ,»gain from him. Witness said 
that Tom Brown surrendered more letters 
to him in Paris at the boginning of 1888. 
Later, ho paid au unknown man in Paris 
for the letters. Piggott denied that ho 
forged the last two batches of the letters. 
He said that he met Parnell and Labou- 
ohero at the.latter's house. Parnell hero 
accused him of fot^ery, and Labouchere 
privately offered him one thousand pounds 
if he would confess to forging the letters. 
Solicitor Lewis also accused him of for- 
gery

Paris, Feb. 21.— M. Tirard has suc- 
ceeded in forming a cabinet, as follows :

ADEIFT IN THE STRAITS. 

Two Chinese Lashed to a Baft, are Konnd by 
an Indlan-They Belate Their Terrible 
£xperlent!«s-Tbree Days and Two NlgbtB 
Wittaont Food and Water. 

On Tuesday afternoon, one of the Li- 
disns at Foul Bay saw something floating 
on the water which in the distance 
seoniod but a black speck rising and fall- 
ing with the swell. His curiosity was ex- 
cited, and he started in his canoe to see 
V hat the object might be. As he camo 
nearer its outlines became more distinct, 
and he finally saw that it w.is a small, 
rudely constructed raft, tossing and drift- 
ing on the waves. Two human beings 
were its passengers. The one, a Chinese 
woman, lay unconscious, bound to the 
floHting logs with ropes, while the waves 
washed ovor her tiiaiumate form. Tho 
other, a man, was still conscious, but 
speech had gone. The red man placed 
the castaways in his canoe, and in a few 
minutes they were in his cabin, with 
kindly faces around them, and kindly 
hands ministering to their wants. 

Not being able to understand the story 
which the unfortunates, when life and 
speech came back to them, wished to tell, 
tho Indians took them to the home of 
Flong Yuen, a market gardener who lived 
not far away. Here they wore cared for 
hy their own people, and the pitiful nar- 
rative of tlioir Buffering was told. The 
man was named Loo Ying Y'ing. The 
woman was his wife. They state that 
about eight months ago, at their home iu 
Fog Choo, in the Flowety Kingdom, they 
met Capt. Q, J. Robertson, of Moresby 
Island, then a resident of the Celestial 
Empire. The captain wished to hire tho 
man and his wife a» his servants, and a 
verbal ngroeuieiit was made for three 
years, tho couple to receive 820 per 
month and their passage to Alorosby 
Island and back to China when the three 
years was over. They came to the cap- 
tain's home, and for the past eight months 
have served him faithfully. Their wages 
wore not paid to them at all, ac- 
cording to tho agreement, and the 
man linally asked jVlrs. Robertsim for 
them. Ho was told that ho could work 
for homo more and would bo sent back 
to China while his wife must stay. She 
at first refused to lot him leave her, but 
finally consented, if she would be allowed 
tu go as far at Vancouver to see him safe- 
ly on board the steamer. This Mrs. Rob- 
ertson would not consent to, and the wife 
then said that .she would stay with her 
liushiiiid, and if bo was turned adrift in 
tho strange land, she would raniain with 
him come what would. Both wore told 
to go thuy would get no nioro food or 
hIi oiler at the home of their employer. 
Their wages were refused them, and thoy 
were turned out of the house. They 
asked to be allowed to take tho boat and 
cross over to Saanich, where thoy thouglit 
thoy might got something lo do, 
but were again met with a refusal. 
Neither would anything bo given them to 
oat, and finally driven to desperation, 
they decided to make a raft and cross on 
it to Saanich. Tho raft was made and 
tho unhappy couple embarked at aliout f) 
o'clock on Sunday morning. liiit a little 
way from 8!-oro tlie current caught them 
and they drifted down the straits. For 
two terrible nighta and throe long weary 
days thoy were tossed hither and thither, 
helpless, at tho mercy of tho waves. 
Maddened by thirst, starving, exposed to 
the cold and drenched by the sea, which 
washed over them, they drifted with tho 
current down the coast, watching with 
eager eyes for help, until, despairing, 
they resigned themselves to death. 
Resolved to fight to the last, 
they lashed themselves to tho raft, and so 
were found by tho Indian on Tuesday 
afternoon. Their sufferings during those 
awful days and nights no tongue can tell. 
When talked to by Tub Colonist repro- 
Bontative last evening, thoy wore still 
weak, but in a fair way to recovery. 
They intend to take action .igainst their 
late employer for the wages due them. 
The unfortunates are now being well cared 
for by 'Hong YueD'atrhifhomeonOonno- 
rant street. They are intelligent and ro- 
apectable in appearance, although their 
faces still bear traces of Iheir terrible 
voyage. The story of their Bufi"ering, if 
true, ia but another example of man's in- 
humanity to, mpQ, ,^ . ,„•. ,

THE FIKB INSURANCE TAX. 

To TUB Editor:— 111 your report of thu 
protest entered bj' local tiro insurance 
agents against the eiiornious tax which is 
at present levied by tho city upon the dif- 
ferent companies engaged ill the business, 
there occurs amongst other errors tho fol- 
lowing misprint, viz ; 

"Whereas, it is paljiably unfair that in- 
sured property-holders should be pro- 
tected at the expense of tho insurance 
companies j" 

In lieu of : 

"Whereas, it is |)alpably unfair th.it 
%<ninmred jiropurty holders," etc., etc., 
which convoys a very dili'erent meaning. 

As to Mayor Grant's assertion that the 
amount annually contributed by the tire 
insurance companies does not equal one- 
half of the sum expended upon the fiiro 
department, I think if he will refer to tho 
report of thu chief engineer of the dejiart,- 
ment he will Boe lliat the cost of tho run 
niitij fxp^iises tolnlled for last year some 
S(i,'70!), whereas the tax collected from 22 

ireign ;uid local coni|)anius, §.'iOO each, 

pials §0,!I00. Tho cost of engines, hoso 
and the ]dant does not enter into the ques- 
tion, such being the property of the city 
and figuring as an available assut in the 
balance sheet. 

As set forth in tho |)otitition, it is ab- 
surd and grossly unfair that uninsured 
property which pays nothing towards the 
fire department, nor towards the insur- 
ance companies, by whom tho depart- 
ment is maintained, should bo pro- 
tected free of charge to the owners. In 
all fairness such property should bo made 
to contributu in-oportionately towards the 
maintenance of tlio live dupartniont, and 
the tax payable bj ilio iuaurance com- 
panies reduced in like proportion. 

Your report also says that the petition 
emanated from "several agents of insur- 
a'lco companies." As a matter of fact, 
tho agents of 19 out of 22 foreign Cana- 
dian companies represented joined in thu 
protest. 

Tho suggestion of two of tho aldBrmoii 
as to the desirability of doubling, instead 
of reducing, tho tax in question, would, 
if carried out, in all ])robal)ility, lead lo a 
rspid solution of the difficulty, as tho 
companies would then have no alternative 
but to do as they long since should have 
done, viz., charge tho insuring public 
with tho tax by advancing their rates in 
proportion to the amount contributed.

THE INDIAN TITLE. 

To the Editor : — Not many persons, 
I imagine, will contend that the lndian.s 
within tho borders of tho United States 
have a stronger or better title to thu soil 
than those in British Columbia have. 
Eminent American jurists hold with tho 
opinions of English jurists, upon which 
have been founded the law of England on 
tho subject of "The Indian Title —which 
vests all right and title in tho discovering 
or conquering power. Neilher will it be 
contended that tho treatment of Indians 
in the past by the United States gisvorn- 
moiit has been as just and humane 
as it has been under British rule 
in North America. It is, therefore, 
a matter of satisfaction to all 
lovers of f.iir play that a very marked im- 
provement has taken place in the care and 
management of Indians by the United 
States authorities. A humane and just 
policy ia now being ])ursued. Indians are 
not now looked upon as dogs and fit only 
as targets for the rifle of western adven- 
turers, but aro recognized as human be- 
ings with tho rights and amliitions appor- 
tBining to huinanity. 

Tho policy pursued by the Dominion 
government in entering into treaty with 
all Indian tribes willing to surrender their 
title to the soil on an equitable basis, 
which carries the annual payment of 
money, food and clothing, may have 
influenced, and no doubt did influence 
the United States government in its pre- 
sent policy. 

1 am led to these remarks by the recent 
dealings of the I 'liiled States government 
with tho Creek Indians of the Oklohama 
reservation, which shows, every evidence 
of a just treatment of tho Red Man. 
This reserve extends to twenty-three mil- 
lions of acres, which, from its extent and 
excellent character, is found to retard 
tho progress of the country, locked \\\) as 
it now is. Tho President li;is therefore 
entered into an agreement \ritli those In- 
dians to purchase their right .■;nd title,and 
a setllemont has been comu to by which 
the Indians are secured in: 

Ist, Ample homos on the reserve. 

2nd. Two million dollars to be funded at 
6 per cent, interest for their benefit, giv- 
ing theih an annual revenue of $100,000. 

3rd. Throe hundred thousand dollars 
to be paid them in hand, to use aa their 
council may deem tit . 

The Indians agree to s])en(l fifty thous- 
and annually for educational ]iurposes. 

The President has sent a message to the 
Senate recommending the ratification of 
that treaty. 

Senators have declared on tlie floor of 
thu U. S. Senate that thoy would protect 
the Indians to llio ulnioat of their rights, 
and that they would not force a territorial 
govorninont on them against their will. 

I think that all persons dealing with 
Indians ought tti bo in possession of theeo 
facts.

It ia a 
fact thab in several parts of the city, roads 
and side-walks and water pipes have been 
constructed and laid at the charge of the 
city to the doors of houses which are with- 
out the boundary line I The contention 
that tiie extension of the city's limits would 
entail extra expenditure, and therefore 
they should remain as they are, ia sheer 
nonsense. Tlio revenue derived from the 
additional area would more than meet the 
charges for iuiprovoments, and this reve- 
nue will likely l)o doubled in the near 
future Lhroufjh the growth of Victoria. 
Forces are at work which will attract 
population and trade and cause the resi- 
dential sections to expand on all sides; 
while the building of the street railway 
into the suburbs will bring tho latter 
within ea.sy reach of tho business 
and manufacturing centres. Loans 
will bo asked fur extraordinary 
improvements, wliich will greatly enhance 
real estate values beyond tiie present 
civic boundaries. It is too much to aak 
that the ratepayers within these circum- 
scribed limits should pay the whole taxa- 
tion. All receiving the benefit accruing 
from the expenditure should contribute 
their quota towards the same. If separate 
m unidipalities are formed bey o nd Victoria' s 
boundaries, they will simply thrive at the 
city's expense, and tux themselves as li<<ht- 
ly as )>os3ib!u. T!;e inconvenience .iiid in 
justice resulting fruni tlie exibteiice of such 
muiiicipalitieshave been anijily demonstrat- 
ed in Montreal, Toronto and other eastern 
cities, and it is with the object of pre- 
venting such complications and expense 
to Victoria that Aid, Harrison and his 
colleagues have taken the subject of ex- 
tension in Imnd. Aid. Ooughlan should 
be the first to favor the proposition. He 
is a brick manufacturer on the Saanich 
road, and is furnisliod with city water, 
city light and city conveniences of all 
kinds to aid him in t he carrying on of his 
business. \Ve believe that, with other 
suburban properly owiieis, when ho care- 
fully conaiduis the i|ne.stioii ho will come 
to the conclusion that it is not only com- 
mon justice to Victoria, but is in tlie 
best interests of those living on the area 
which it is proposed tu annex to the city 
We trust that the matter will be pushed 
to a speedy conclusion, and that 
quibble will be permitted to interfere 
with the carrying out of the project so 
important to tho present and future pros- 
purity of Victoria.

Then there are a large num- 
ber of widows who prove themselves to bo 
capable of doing business as well and oven 
better than tho average man. In short, 
with so many evidences of the capacity of 
ivomen before ua, how have wo of the 
male sex tho face to deny them the priv- 
ilege of voting which ia exorciaad by al- 
most every man in the coiumunity, how- 
over ignorant ho may be, and however 
ilenderly endowed by naturs. We are 
such hypocrites as eagerly to admit that 
the better-half of mankind is woman, and 
yet weact.as if we did not think her fit to 
exercise a privilege which tho greatest 
fool of a man in tho community cluims as 
I'lis right and gets as mud as a halter if 
anyone is so rash as to hint that ho ia nut 
capable uf using intelligently. 



will take measures to iirosorve the young 
Indian whom it lias educated with such 
expense and caro from demoralizing in- 
fluences, which have proved so fatal to 
half-civilized, and, for the matter of that, 
to wholly civilized, peoples. Tho 
power to prevent the introduction of 
intoxicating drinks into Indian 
communities should be most rigorously en- 
forced. It will bo disheartening to see 
the promising Indian' student and work- 
man degenerating into an idle, worthless 
.yagabpndibhrough.tlisiiftftufnceof strong 
drink. . The fiw-.water :haa -ever been tho 
red-man'siworsb enahiy, and it is as se- 
ductive and as dangerous now as ever it 
was. Unless means are taken to keep it 
out of the roach of the Indian until he 
has learned tho difficult lesson of self- 
restraint, idl tho ollbrta to elevate him 
and to dev elope him into what ho ia capa- 
ble of becoming will bo vain. The work 
of transforming tho untutored savage into 
a steady, useful member of the civilized 
community is necessarily a slow one, and 
tho philanthropist must bo satisfied with 
small results, and he must not be dis 
heartened if ho witnesses, after all his 
pains, what appears to him to bo rotr 
groasion. Slips will occur and there 
will bo fro(iuent backaUdings, but if on 
tho whole some advance ia made ho must 
not relax in his ell'orts. It seems to us 
that tho Report before us contains evi- 
dence of the udvanceuient of tho native 
tribes sufliciant to encourage the Govern- 
ment to proced hopefully with the good 
work it has in hand.

lJuceinbor, 1888, gives the patient reuilor 
much information ralative to tho Indian 
population of Canada. We find from it 
that the number of Indians in all the 
Provinces and Territories is estimated at 
d9,5fi4.

}VOME^' VOTERS. 

Tho right of women to vote and 
other respects take part in the public 
business of tho comnnmity in wliicli they 
live is beini^ asserted in iiiiiny countries, 
and it has already been recogi.i/.otl in not 
a few self-governhij,' oomiiuiiiities. Aiiiong 
its advocates may be counted Lord Sulis 
bury, the Prime Minister of Groat 
Britain, and Sir John A. MaeDonald, the 
Premier of Oanada. In niany munioi' 
palitiea in Great Britain, and the 
United States women enjoy tho right of 
■uSirage and are eligible for ofSce. Mr. 
Batniltdn Wilcox, oiio of the most ardent 
advocates of women's rights in the United 
States, in a little pamphlet, which h; 
lately been pulilishod, shows that in 10!) 
states, territories and provinces in every 
part of the world women vole under cer- 
tain conditions. Tlie theory Dint woiiiim- 
hood is a bar to the privilege of the aud- 
rage is, he contends, rejected by conimuni 
ties who occupy 15,000,000 square miles 
of the earth's aurfaoe and who number 
some 300,0000,000 soiilB. Ho brings t<j 
light the fact that women vote in counties 
that are not generally considered demo- 
orctic. They go to the polls, or whatever 
else the voting place may bo called, in 
Araoor, in Oroatiaj in^ Styria, in Tomsk 
Nnd In West iluMia. We havo nofc:heard

The condition of by far tho greater 
uunibcr of tho Indians is oiceodingly 
backward. But the progress iiiado by 
.iome of the tribes, both in the ICaat and 
the West, show that the liidi'in is improv- 
able, and there are indications that, if 
i-he proper means are used, he will not, 
as eome hastily conclude, bo in time 
civilized olF the face of the earth. 
Some of tho Indian communities in 
the East have attained a lair de- 
gree of civilization. In the words 
"f the repoit: "Indications are not wani- 
ng of nearer approach to that condition 
which, when reached, will merge them in 
Llie general population of the countiy, 
lireaking asunder the very slight barriers 
which now separate many of them from 
the rest of the community." They culti- 
vate tlio land, they build houses, they 
own cattle, they have learned handicraft 
trades, and many of them are fairly well 
educated. The object of those who have 
ndortaken to elevate the Indian is to 
change his social condition and bring it as 
near as possible to the white man's stand- 
ard. If they can dissolve the tribal bond 
and abolish the practises of which it is the 
origin, they think that they will do much 
to bring tho Indiana within tho pale of 
civiliziition. In order to do this they are 
cultivating in him a love of property. 
Phuy wish to make him feel a pride in the 
possession of land. For this purpose, 
both 111 Canada and tlie United States, 
they are trying to do away with the policy 
of settling Indians on reserves which be- 
long to the whole community 
but to which the individual has 
no claim. They are encouragif 
the Indian to become tho solo owner of 
tho plot of land he cultivates and on which 
ho has built hia dwelling. And Indians 
ire, ill several places, beginning to see 
the advantage of [losaeHsitig land in sever- 
alty. This desire, it is hoped, will spread 
and bo one of tho principal influences to 
iiiduco them to^baudon a wild and. wan- 
dering life and to adopt the ideas and the 
practices of civilized men. 

But the civilizing agent which the 
friends of the Indian principally depend 
upon is the education of the young. The 
Uoniiiiissioiier says: 

"It is submitted ami earnestly pressed 
that tho most essential lever for tho ele 
vation of the race would bo the adojition 
of a vigorous p(dicy of imparting tu th 
young a thorough, practical knowledge of 
mecbanieal arts and of agriculture, ai 
well as of other employmentH, including i 
riyBtomatic metlnjd of ordering and man 
agin;,' their domestic aflkirs— in short, i 
complete training in industriei and domes 
tic economy." 

There is no question that if the Indian 
is civilizable this is tho moat cfTective way 
of civilizing him. If ho ii taken young 
and taught to n[)pruciato the advantages 
(jf civilization, the chuiices are that he 
will lie much Ihu superior of his 
brother who roniaiiia uneducated, and that 
he will bo the moans of elevatiiij; in some 
degree those of hii race with whom he 
comes in coiitaet. We are glad to see that, 
the education to ha extended to the 
Indians is to be of the right sort. It is to 
be a practical education. The position 
which tho jiupil is to occupy after he 
leaves school is to bo kept continually in 
sight. He is to be taught to work with 
his hands so that when ho is sent into tho 
world ho will bo able to earn hia bread by 
engaging in .some useful and steady occu- 
pation. Wo see, too, that while ho is 
serving his apprenticeship to civilization 
the Indian educationist^ think that the 
pupil should ho soi)arated ' as :*muoh as 
possible from old and degrading associa- 
tions. They prefer boarding schools to 
day sclioola. They want to hnvo the 
child all to thoinselves for a few years. 
This seems to be wise, but whelhor it is 
practicable or not wfl'aro not in a position 
to docide. ; . ,

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

We often, while glanobjg through our 
exchanges, see evidence of the ineflfective- 
ness of the Scott Act, but few more strik- 
ing than one which arrested our attention 
in thocoluniiia of the Charlottetown Kx- 
((tauicr of a late date. An unfortunate, 
but in many respects an estimable man on 
P. E. Isliind, died while in a tit of intoxica- 
tion, lie had procurod a bottle of what ia 
sold there now as whisky and having taken 
a few drinks from it became helpless. He 
fell on the floor and the people of the 
house in which ho happened to be think- 
ing that he would get better if allowed to 
have his sleep out, covered him up com- 
fortably where ho lay. After a while the 
man who attoiuptcd to rouse him was hor- 
riliedto find that ho was dead. The ii'u:- 
((Hu'mjr commontmg on tlie dreadful in- 
cident said: 

The occuiTence of a death from drink- 
ing in tho midst of a Scott Act country is 
not, unfortunately, a matter which calls 
for special remark. Nor is it very singu- 
lar, that the Coroner's jury never thought 
of enquiring where Mr, Mill bought the 
liiiuor. 

We may add that the ScoH Acthtj^a been 
nominally in force in every part of tho 
Island for more than six years and that 
tho Knunintr. which bears such strong 
testimony to its inefliciency was at one 
time one of the stoutest advocates for the 
adoption of thu law.

Hon. Mr. RobaoH referred to the state- 
ment made by the hon. leader of the op- 
position that in 1H75 Jlr. Semlin had 
bnnijjht tlio matter heforo tho then exist- 
ing gt'veriiinciit, who were (jii the point 
of taking action tiierc(pn when they were 
retired from jjower. The hon, loader of 
tho o|ipositioii forgot to tell why it n-ns 
that he and his party, when they again 
came into power in 1878, and continued 
to hold tho reiiis of gm ornment for four 
or tiVO years, paid not the slightest atten- 
tion to the matter w hieh they were burn- 
ing with ^eid to deal with when they went 
out of power, 'I'he ipicstioii hefoio the 
Houso was not, however, the acts of dead 
govornmenls, but of the present one. 
They had proved themselves alive by tak- 
ing action in the great question which was 
so strongly urged upon their attention by 
his hon. friend, Mr. Martin. The hon. 
leader of the opposition would have done 
well not to lm\e tohl the little liit; of his- 
tory which hu had given to the Hou.ie, us 
it lead to tho other s:id coomient on the 
acts of the dead govoniment, 1"ho coot 
of tho experiments in well boring that had 
been made had been fur less expensive 
per foot than might have been expect ;d 
when they arc compared with what has 
been )iaid in other eininties. Tho experi- 
ment, .so tar, WHsadmiiled not to be a 
complete .succe.'jH. I'hi.s, however, was no 
reason for rlio oppn.'iition on.sting blame on 
tho govcrnnieut because their first attempt 
to develop artesian wells bad not been as 
complete a success as might be desired. 
The experimonis had developed Bome very 
encouriigiiig fr^clf. There w.'i^i one feeling 
on both s.di'S in f:ivoi' of everything pos- 
sible being done to obtain water in the 
inland districts by ai lesian wells, and he 
hoped that an earnest and well ooucorted 
effort would be made to make the experi- 
ments a coniiilete success; as, with plenty 
of water, the inland districts, which now 
were in some jilaces .'dmost a wildonieHs, 
would become a \-eiitalile garden, the 
prido of the c(inntry, anil one of tho fiurenl 
portions (jf iho prownce. 

Mr, firant thouglii that the i|uoation 
was nut what a former govei nmeiit had 
done, but what the present governmont 
was doing or would do.

matter, but thoy retired leaving the Pro- 
vince a (juartor of a million in ihtbt. 

Mr, Beaven referred to the statement 
made by the bun. president of tho coun- 
cil that the money expeiKled was perfectly 
naoloss. Ho was willing to tako tliu evi- 
doiico of tho hon. gontleinan and condenin 
tliu governinent's exporimonts as a fiiil- 
uro, and tho bore put down of no use 
w liatever. 

Mr. T. Davie said he wan surprised to 
hoar tho remarks just innde ei>niing from 
llio lips of one wbi.i was a member of a 
govenununt that started out to build a dry 
dock by days work and furnish the cument 
wh»n they, didn't know ho»v, much cement 
was required. He did not think any 
(loint could bo inado against the govern- 
nioiit of failure in the e\;ieriment.s, T'ho 
work still remained, and could lie carried 
on. Tho money was not wasted. Tho 
only trouble with tho present governuiont 
waa that thoy wore too candid to conceal 
any mistakes that they might make. They 
acknowledged their fault and strove to 
learn from experience.

There aro a 
miinbor interested in the coal trade who 
think qiiotalions must improve, as tiio in- 

iiccments for Australian tonnage to seek 
this port are growing less flattering daily.

Mr. Bole had very little to say on this 
boriiij (jU'dstioTi.

.srK.i..Mi;H.S TO CALL AT VICTORIA. 

Mr. tirant movtd, seconded by Mr. 

Beaveii : — 

That a respectful address bo presented 
to his Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
requesting him to draw tho attention. of 
the Imperial and Dominion GovernmontB, 
at an early day, to the necesaity of pro- 
viding, in the event of a subsidy being 
granted to a steamship lino between Brit- 
isli Columbia and tho Asiatic Coast or 
Australasia, that provision bo inserted iu 
;iny contract entered into that will pro- 
vide for steamers, both ways, coming to 
Victoria or Esiiuiiiialt. 

The boil, mover said: — No one in 
the province would deny the importance 
of the city of Victoria. In the 
matters of wealth and commerce Van- 
couver was far behind Victoria in contri- 
buting to the provincial revenue. Van- 
couver was also far behind in the matter 
of income and imports. Victoria, beiuc( 
of the greatest; cuimnercial importance, 
should not be forgotten. When steamers 
were to be subsidized, he thought nemo 
would deny the right of Victoria to ex- 
pect some reeognition of her claims. 

Mr. Beavon direotodthe attention of tho 
House to the previous action that had 
been taken in tho Houso iu tho aanio mat- 
ter. Ho hoped that the resolution would 
carry unanimously, and that justice would 
be done to a portion of tho jirovince that in 
the past had received very scant justice. 
Ill 1887, tho hon. member for Es(|uimalt 
had introduced a similar resolution, that 
was passed unanimously, but which had 
been productive of no apparent result, li. 
1888 tho hon. member for Esiiuimalt 
again introduced a resolution bearing on 
the subject. But it also had not boon 
again heard from. He hoped that tho 
renolution would pasa unanimously and 
that even at this late hour justice might 
bo done to Victoria. 

Mr. Higgins referred to the vital im- 
portance of the question. Ho was very 
much surprised a few days ago to see a 
despatcli stating that Col. Prior had been 
iiiforiiied by the Postinaator-Goneriil that 
the iii.itter lay in the hands of the Imper- 
ial (iovernnieiit and that tho people of 
Victoria and Esquimalt should bestir 
themaulvea and petition iu this matter. 
He considered the attempt to shift the 
matter to the Imperial Government was 
a mere subterfuge. Tho pigeon-holes at 
Ottawa wore full of petitions ont his sub- 
ject; and tho remarks of the Postmaster 
(ieiier.il to Col. Prior wero, ho thought, 
adding insult to injury. 

Hon. Mr. Robsoii said that the subject 
was discussed when he was in Ottawa. He 
was met with the opposition that for the 
(ioverninent to ask the steamship com- 
panies to call at Victoria on both inward 
anil outward voyages, if tho commercial 
CDiiHicierationa did not demand it, would 
be to compel the Government to pay for 
it "through the nose." The matter lay 
greatly with the steamships themselves 
and their commercial interests, 
lie thought it was best for the entire 
province to hiive iteamships call at "\'ic- 
toria, providing that it did not cause 
serious delay in tho transcontinental 
tratho. Ho heartily supported the resolu- 
tion, and assured tho hon. mover that tho 
government would carry out tho wishes 
of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought that the 
hon. the provincial secretary had not 
satisfactorily discharged tho duties which 
called him to Ottawa in the tiiattor of 
steamers calling at Victoria. It wa» a 
very serious matter for the people of 
Victoria to be trifled with, as tho hon. 
tho jjiovincial secretary was triding with 
tlieiu in this matter, it would have been 
more manly for the hon. the provincial 
secretary to state that there was no good 
to be gained by the passage of the resolu- 
tion. Ho lioped, liowovcr, that it would 
bo productive of good. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought that the 
provincial secretary had shown the House 



money galore, so much, indeed, that it is 
scattered broadcast among tho deserving 
charities of the day — should insure his 
life to an amount hundreds of thousands 
of dollars more than that carried by any 
other individual ?

TROUBLE AT TIIE UNION MINES 

Tbe White Miners Quit Work on Aeeonnt of 

the ('lilnese. 

(N'anaiino Courier.) 

The steamer Amelia which arrived last 
evening from Coiuox brought down tho 
inforiniition that white miners at the 
Union mines had quit work,and brought 
down as passengers some of the men. A 
representative of the Cuurier interviewed 
aoine of the m»n and ascertained tho fol- 
lowing facts: 

It appears that a nunibor of Chinese 
have been eiiiiiloyod and aro working on 
the roads at tho mines, some working with 
the white minors, and on Monday even 
ing the men held a meeting to discuss 
the matter, the result of which was the 
appointment of a deputation to wait 
tho superintendent, Mr. Frank Littlo,and 
ro()ue8t that the Cliiiiesu employed be 
discharged. The deputation accordingly 
waited on Mr. Littlo and stated their 
complaints to him, requesting the dis- 
missal of the Chinese employwl working 
on tho road, which he refused to do, and 
stated he would atill employ them. Tho 
dejuitution re[iorted to tho meeting the 
result of tho interview, and it was then 
resolved that all the inoii quit work. 

The men have all left work and have 
come to Comox, some coming by the 
Amelia to this city, and others intend to 
come down by the next steamer. The 
men walked from the Uiiiim mines to 
Comox, and have expressed their inten 
tion not to return to work until tho Chi 
nose have boon discharged.
